S a n F r a n c i s c o , September 9th.—Con­ 
gressman W . W. Morrow, who accompa 
nied the Senate Committee on Arid Lands 
on their toar of investigation through the 
State, Congressman H em phill of South 
Carolina and Representative Yandever and 
Professor H illgard of the California Uni­ 
versity, has returned weli pleased with the 
results of the trip. 
lie said: 
“At San Diego we were taken 
to the Chamber of Commerce and shown 
an adm irable collection of the county’s 
products. 
“In San Bernardino General Yandever, 
Mr. H em phill and I lefi the comm ittee as 
it had then finished its work in California. 
The evidence taken by the committee 
showed that an acre of irrigated land is 
worth two acres of land watered by uncer­ 
tain rains. 
Testim ony was given that 
twenty acres of land in Southern California 
properly irrigated would produce as much 
as 160 acres in Illinois.” 
“ How large is the territory of the com­ 
m ittee’s investigation?” 
“ Fully two-fifths of the entire area of 
the United States. T hat is why it is com ­ 
pelled to proceed as rapidly as possible.” 
“ Did the mem bers of the comm ittee ex­ 
press any opinion as to the value of their 
investigation ?” 
“ It was made apparent that irrigation is 
a m atter of vital im portance to this west­ 
ern country, and when a proper system is 
provided the value of the land and the 
products will be m ultiplied beyond any­ 
thing that can be estimated at present. 
It 
will be equivalent to the addition of a large 
territory to the United States.” 
Mr. Marvin stated that any person or cor­ 
poration that has taken up" land reserved 
by tbe Government for reservoirs will be 
ejected. 
H e thought the policy of reserv­ 
ing all land th at m ight be needed for irri­ 
gating purposes was an exceedingly wise 
one. 
“ For,” said he, “ if the Government 
had waited to find out just w hat land it 
wanted there would not have been an inch 
of it left by the lim e it was needed.” 
Referring to the purpose of the investi­ 
gation, he said that it was not the intention 
to construct reservoirs and canals, but to 
protect the natural supplies, and discover 
what is the best system of irrigation that 
can be adopted. 
W ater will then be gath­ 
ered in reservoirs, and held for use of the 
surrounding section. Tbe law of reserving 
lands for reservoirs is practically a repeal 
of the desert land Act, and makes it im ­ 
possible for the pre-emption of large tracts 
of land to secure a monopoly of the water 
supply.

Mr. Page and Mr. Lychtenburg rusbed to 
her rescue, but it was impossible to quench 
the flames before they bad burned the en­ 
tire clothing from the waist down. By the 
use of several blankets and buckets of 
water at last the flames were quenched and 
Mrs. Brander was borne to her room. 
Drs. W hite and W ickm an were im m e­ 
diately sum m oned and did all in their 
power to allevia’e her sufferings. Dr. 
Buckley, of San Francisco, wa9 telegraphed 
for and will arrive this evening. 
The last accounts from the residence of 
Mr. Brander are favorable, and although 
Mrs. Brander will be confined to her bed 
for several days, or perhaps weeks, there 
is no doubt of her ultim ate recovery.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , September 9'h.—O n the 
third floor of the Appraisers' building 
quite a little crowd assembled this after­ 
noon, owing to the fact that the further 
hearing of the Nagle case had been set for 
2 o'clock.

An ominous legal 
document was handed to Clerk Monckton, 
and Nagle swore to its truthfulness, afier 
which all resumed their seats and awaited 
the appearance of Judge Sawyer. 
W hen the latter entered Mr. H errin pro­ 
duced the paper sworn to by Nagle, which 
proved to be an amended complaint, and 
asked leave to substitute it for the one pre­ 
viously offered, and such permission was 
granted. The document has been amended 
so as to state that a conspiracy existed be­ 
tween Judge Terry and others to take the 
life of Justice Field, and it is claimed that 
this contention is borne out by the testi­ 
mony already given. 
Judge Mesick then asked that the case 
be continued for two or three days, but to 
this Judge Sawyer would not consent. The 
latter stated that Justice Field desired to 
get back to W ashington shortly, and that 
Judge Sabin, having postponed his jury 
esses, was anxious to return to the Nevada 
District. 
An adjournm ent was then taken until 
to-morrow, no more evidence being forth­ 
coming.

said: These statem ents convey an entirelv 
erroneous impression. 
Tbe" fact is, as 
shown by the bx>ks of tbe Treasury, that 
on the 30:h of June, 1889. the total am ount 
of the public d»bt, including bonds of all 
kinds, was $896.388 987. and 011 the 31st day 
of August it was onlv $8i5,47S,807, showing 
a reduction ot $20,910.180 during these two 
m onths. The reductiou during the same 
m onths of last year was only about one- 
third of that am ount. 
Tbe erroneous 
newspaper 
conclusion 
above referred to arose doubtless from the 
peculiar form of the m onthly statem ent of 
the public debt issued by this Department.

A BEPROACH. 


The R ecord-Union lias already re­ 
ferred to the reproach that the ruins of 
Sutter’s Port constitute. The suggestion 
has been made that the Pioneer Associa­ 
tions should undertake to restore the old 
fort and dedicate the ground to memorial 
purposes. 
It will be remembered that a 
dozen of years ago this same scheme was 
put afoot, and that it came to naught. A 
Convention of Pioneers Societies was held 
in this city and very largely attended. At 
that sitting a telegram was received from 
the old Californians resident at the East 
and organized as 
California Pioneers» 
pledging the sum of ten thousand dollars 
towards to the purchase and restoration of 
the fort and the erection of a memorial 
hall and pioneer museum. Committees 
were appointed, resolutions high-sounding 
and enthusiastic passed, and all the ma­ 
chinery provided for a central organiza­ 
tion to carry on the work. That was the 
beginning and the end of the matter. 
In 
the meantime the remains of the historic 
fort have fallen into worse ruin and become 
the rendezvous for the hats and vermin- 
Some sympathetic soul a year or two ago 
clambered to the roof of the old store­ 
house and raised upon it a hop pole with a 
dilapidated red shirt half-masted, and 
there it fluttered the year through, until 
the elements wore out the sign of distress- 
Tiie rebuke was deserve»!, but appears to 
have inspired no energy in the right di­ 
rection. 
It such a historic spot of ground was 
within the bounds of any considerable 
Eastern community it would be inclosed, 
beautified, its primal structures restored 
and the whole guarded jealously from all 
ordinary decay. That such action has not 
been taken by the people of California 
concerning the most romantic historic plat 
within its domain, is humiliating. 
The 
Pioneer and Native Sons Societies would 
find no difficulty whatever in raising all 
the money needed to reclaim the grounds 
from private ownership, restore the fort 
erect a museum and memorial hall, and 
make the place one that would be visited 
with interest by all tourists, remain to the 
rising and coming generations a suggestive 
monument of the stirring and heroic days 
of i al I furnia infancy and stand as evidence 
oí the thoughtfulness and good taste of the 
people of California. 


T h e San Francisco Alfa is of the opinion 
that bruiser Sullivan could not [xwsibly re­ 
ceive a nomination to Congress from any 
¡tolitical party in the land. That is a 
mistake on the part of our contemporary. 
Political parties generally have an eye to 
the main chance, and most of them are 
r.ot discriminating as to the methods em­ 
ployed in attaining desired ends. 
If, for 
in tanee, the Democratic party, of which 
Sullivan declares himself a faithful serv­ 
itor, and from which he has, in his opin­ 
ion, deserved recognition and 
reward, 
should conclude that it will stand a better 
chance to win in a given Congressional 
«li-trict with Sullivan as its nominee it 
will not hesitate much in tendering him 
the honor. That is to say, it will prefer 
Sullivan to defeat, and the slogger is

PRESS ASSOCIATION. 


CENT2AL AND NORTHERN CALIFORNIA 
J0URNALI8TS IN SESSION. 


Proceedings o f Y esterday—W hat is to be 
Done To-Day—A Kide and a 
C oncluding Banquet. 


The Central and Northern California 
Press Association assembled in this city 
yesterday, in the E. B. Crocker Art Gallery, 
in first annual session. The Association 
was called to order at 3 p. m., W. S. Green 
presiding. J. J. Campbell was chosen Sec­ 
retary pro lem. The Executive Commit­ 
tee’s sub-committee presented its report, 
which was adopted. The Treasurer sub­ 
mitted his report, and it was approved. 
The election of new members was then 
taken up and proceeded with. The origi­ 
nal list of members is : W. S. Green and 
Miss Genevieve Green, Sun, Colusa; W. B. 
Parsons, Democrat. Woodland; E. Price, 
Mercury, Oroville; W. Chalmers, Enterprise, 
Chico; S. S. Boynton, Register, Orotille; W. 
H. B. Dodson, .‘Sentinel, Red Bluff; W. A. 
Lawson, Appeal, Marysville; E. B. Willis. T. 
W. Sheehan and J. A. Woodson, Record- 
U n io n , Sacramento; C. K. McClatchy 
and \ . S McClatchy, lice, Sacramento; 
A\in. J. Davis, Themis, Sacramento; A. 
C. Folger, R. M. Folger, Chronicle-Union, 
Bridgeport; H. H. Richmond, Argus. Au­ 
burn ; H. A. McCraney, Avalanche, Lake- 
port; W. R. Ellis, Mail, Woodland; H. I.

B. Katzeustein, 
Rescue, Sacramento; Mrs. L. M. Willis, 
Ledger, Antioch, and the names given were 
approved for membership. 
The Association laws were amended so 
as to abandon the semi annual session, and 
the draft as submitted by the Executive 
Committee finally adopted. 
R. M. Folger resigned, because of the dis­ 
tance of his residence^ from the central 
part of the Stale, as a member of the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee, and Watson Chalmers 
was elected to fill the vacancy. 
W. H. Mills addressed the Association 
in a felicitous strain that thawed the 
rather frigid atmosphere 
in 
which 
the Association opened. 
He spoke, 
in conclusion, earnestly and eloquently 
upon the conditions of population, in Cali­ 
fornia, and the relation of the rural press 
to them. 
He gave the Association encouragement 
in its aims and purposes and regretted that 
the semi-annual meeting had been aban­ 
doned. He declared that so far as trans­ 
portation was concerned the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company had not extended courtesies 
in order to inti oence members of the press, 
but for the interest of the great State in 
which we live, to encourage efforts looking 
toward its development and in recognition 
of the great unpaid labor Iherural journal­ 
ists do for the State in the upbuilding of 
which all interests are concern :d, and to 
aid which all interests should contribute. 
Interesting remarks were made in re­ 
sponse by Dr. Dodson and Mr. Selkirk. 
E. B. Willis was authorized to employ a 
stenographer as official reporter for the ses­ 
sion. 
«­ 
A notice was given of a motion to recon­ 
sider the vote abandoning the semi-annual 
session. 
On adjournment at 5 p. m. the members 
met and were introduced to each other 
where not already acquainted and the re­ 
sult was very gratifying in the increase of 
social warmth. 
EVENING SESSION. 
At the evening session President Green 
read his annual address. 
Mr. Green’s address, in full, would oc­ 
cupy more space than can now be possibly 
accorded. It was a valuable document, 
and is to be carried into the printed pro­ 
ceedings. The central thoughts of the 
paper were that organization is the modern 
lever to success. Newspaper men have 
started out wrong heretofore, very often in 
organizing, lhe social crowding out the 
business lealures. On this latter theme he 
dwelt at length. This Association could 
well reduce its business organization to 
the fine point of a Trust. He urged ad­ 
hesion to organization and begged the 
members to realize that the progress of the 
Association would be slow, but if persisted 
in would attain the desired end. News­ 
paper men are lacking in business meth­ 
ods ; they bid against each other and they 
contend, and as a result no one suffers but 
the newspaper man, while the “agents” 
fatten. He iavored association agencies in 
San Francisco and one at the East to repre­ 
sent the interior press as to all Eastern and 
non-local advertisers. He dwelt at length 
upon the right of the newspaper man to 
make a competency, to lay up an old-age 
fund, to occupy a field he has created and 
not to be cut into by a new man with a 
handful of pi and any amount of cheek, 
who comes in and bids to divide 
the 
patronage. 
He stood for inde­ 
pendence, character, dignity in the news­ 
paper business. He opposed giving the 
paper’s lines in charity, but favored strict 
devotion of them to business, news and 
thought. He dwelt on the duty of the 
country editor to study his county and 
people, then communities outside. He 
urged that the organization be made an 
agency for breaking up the habit of slander­ 
ing all opposed to us. The newspaper 
must lead public sentiment or to study anil 
follow it ‘o closely as to appear to lead it. 
He would abolish the “puff,” avoid “obli­ 
gations, make the editor free, un.rani- 
meled. With words touching upon the 
work of the press in developing the State, 
he concluded a paper that received undi­ 
vided attention ana warm applause. 
An invitation was here read from Super­ 
intendent of S'ate Printing YouDg to visit 
his department, and it was accepted for 
some time between -1 and C p. m Tuesday. 
Joseph Steffens, President of the Board 
of Trade, then made an address of welcome 
in behalf of the city of Sacramento. It was 
a well conceived and clearly expressed ad­ 
dress and ni .irked by sincerity of expres­ 
sion. He believed that the community 
could be engaged in no better work than 
in encouraging, by hearty welcome, such an 
association as this. To the press of the in­ 
terior the city of Sacramento owes a debt 
of gratitude, for many kindly words ami 
just judgments. He referred in eloquent 
terms to the building of the State, and to 
the important part the press plays in that 
great scheme. No mere synopsis will do 
credit to the earnest clear cut words of the 
speaker and the graceful welcome he 
uttered. 
F. K. Krauth, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, responded in pleasant terms, 
acknowledging the cordial and hearty wel­ 
come extended in behalf of Sacramento. 
He said no stronger words could be spoken 
in reply than these, “ We thank you. 
He 
referred in warm terms to the courtesies of 
the city and the Museum Association and 
to the kindness of the Southern Pacific 
Company extended through William H. 
Mills. He closed with a few witty historic 
recollections of Sacramento, and encourag­ 
ing words for lhe new born Press Associa­ 
tion.Alter some general business, Wm. H. 
Mills, of San Francisco, by invitatioa, ad­ 
dressed the Association on the relation of 
the newspaper to the public. He held 
that in aggregations of capital and inter­ 
ests it happens often that the lesser value 
controls the greater. So that twelve m ill­ 
ions sometimes controls a hundred mill­ 
ions of dollars aggregated with the lesser 
sum. 
Nov. a newspaper is property; 
one owning it cannot own it absolutely to 
use as he would, for he is responsible to 
the public for i.s use. We have the rural 
and metropolitan press; we have reason 
to be proud of the latter. We are apt to find 
fault with things ntar to us, bat it is truth 
that the Call, Chronicle, Rulletin and Ex­ 
aminer ere great papers, and that we have a 
right to be proud of, despite anv criticism 
we may feel disposed to make. He claimed 
that the clientele considered, San Francisco 
has a newspaper force of marvelous growth 
and energy. 
He compared the metro­ 
politan press of California most favorably 
with the greatest journals of Europe and in 
the East, in ail, indeed, save in editorial 
tone. 
Now. the rural press differs from that of \ 
the metropolis only in the scape of its juris­ 
diction. Let us remember the value of 
property depends largely upon the condi­ 
tions of the civilization around it. lie said 
he could name one editor who has done 


for his community in California more than 
its merchants, ministers and business 
agencies. He detailed how this one man 
discovers needs and fills them, or has them 
i met. This man builds up communities 
. by hunting out human and community 
'needs and applying remedies; Lis brain 
suggests what to do; his energy does it, or 
procures it to be done. He no more than 
puts a community on its feet, than here 
comes a new man to divide the field and 
take from the pioneer of good in 
that community his chance to live by his 
honest labor as a journalist. 
The metropolitan journalism has a 
franchise equalled by uo other or 
that 
at 
all 
compares 
with 
if. 
It towers above all railroad and transpor­ 
tation and all other aggregated powers. 
He illustrated this by a sketch of the 
growth and power of the Associated Press. 
He drew a giaphic picture of the gathering 
and transmission of news and the power 
springing from ability to publish news 
ahead of its dates of occurrence. The 
whole globe, you feel, is by these franchises 
brought under your daily observation. So 
the power of the metropolitan press and 
news associations is subject to limitations 
inherent in the magnitude of the business. 
But in rural journalism there is no limita­ 
tion. Any worthless fellow can come into 
the field of any really good, hard-working, 
deserving paper, and by the credit a clean 
shirt gives buy his paper and get out a first 
number from a job office. Strange to say, 
he succeeds for a time, thoueh the old paper 
completely filled the field ; for, alas, the 
business man will divide with the new 
man the bare allowance l.e set aside for his 
busioe-s advertising. The two get but 
what one had and should have retained. 
This new fellow always goes where some 
other paper is, and he is always a man who 
comes "to fill a long-felt want” and to 
grow up upon promises of reforms, etc. He 
sketched the (rack he kept of an advertis­ 
ing contract of some thousands of dollars, 
most of which went to the metropolitan 
press, while all the interior got but a pit­ 
tance. The rural press wants a franchise 
that will augment in value the older it gets 
—that franchise you can get only 
by organization: have that organization 
represented in San Franciso and New 
York, and the rural press will get two and 
three times what it now gets for advertis­ 
ing. Then the new fellow cannot come in 
and crush ¡he individual paper, because he 
cannot get into your association. “In this 
way only can you command the protection 
your business descríes." The whole ad­ 
vertising world is getting the maximum of 
advertising and paying the minimum price 
to you. He warned the journalist not 
cheapen his business, not to educate the 
communities that the wares of rural jour­ 
nalism are worth little; to take care that 
the people are not educated to believe that 
space is nothing of cost, that the rural 
newspaper man stands a mendicant, hat in 
hand, begging for the right to live. Let 
journalists remember that independence in 
journalism means profitableness in journal­ 
ism. They must have that profiiab’eness, 
and they must secure it. The rural press, 
instead of being the prey of every con­ 
tractor who travels and peddles advertise­ 
ments, by organization and union can con­ 
trol. cow and compel these men to its fair 
terms. The patent outside mpn give the 
cue to how to do this, and he illustrated 
the statement by telling the story of an 
agent who proved he could pat a line in 
7,000 papers at $1 a line—it was done 
through the means of the patent outside 
or inside. Mr. Mills thoroughly exposed 
the folly of advertising in books and special 
sheets, directories and wrappers and pam­ 
phlets, by statements of frauds that all on 
the floor knew to be correct statements. 
The place to advertise is in the legitimate, 
regularly established newspapers. 
Mr. Mills raked the people fore and aft 
for contributing thousands of dollars to the 
fellows who come into towns and cities and 
get up special editions of special sheets, no 
one knows are ever distributed, and thus 
clean up tens of thousands of dollars that 
if distributed through the twelve months 
of the year in the regular papers would 
have been the only wise action. The rural 
press wants a franchise, he repeated; it 
wants to be understood as indispensible to 
community life; it wants the right recog­ 
nized of the rural press to be sustained and 
built up. If the community makes the 
press of a town five times as valuable to­ 
morrow as it is to-day, that community 
will get five times lhe benefit from it. The 
weak-faced, worn, threadbare newspaper 
of a town does the town harm from the 
time it leaves the press until the last poor 
copy is worn out. A town with sncli a 
paper ought to sue it for li'oel. The com­ 
munity, then, owes the rural press a fran­ 
chise; if it won’t give it, organize and com­ 
mand it. Educate the people to pay, and 
pay well for newspaper values; educate 
them to leave the transient and outside 
sheets alone. Gather the statistics of the 
waste of money on these outside sheets and 
show the people how their earnings are 
thrown awsy by neglect of the local press, 
upon which so much of the vitality and 
energy and progressive vigor ot the country 
depends. 
Mr. Mills d, voted some five minutes to 
the etnics of journalism, and psid a glow­ 
ing tribute to the worth cf the work of the 
editor and the scope of his influence for 
good among men. It was an eloquent, 
compact, well-marshalled and forcible ad­ 
dress, that closed amidst a storm of ap­ 
plause. 
On motion of Mr. Parsons, of Woodland. 
Mr. Mills, by a rising vote, was elected an 
honorary member. 
A committee, consisting of Messrs. Shoe­ 
maker, Chalmers and McCraney was or­ 
dered to consider methods to "attain the 
business organization suggested by the cen­ 
tral thought of Mr. Mills’ address. The 
committee is to report to day. 
Mr. Fo'ger made brief and humorous ad­ 
dress on how he succeeded. 
Allen B. Lemon then read a paper on 
"The Relation of the Newspaper to the 
Advertiser.” It was a well-considered pa­ 
per. He held that the town is judged 
largely by the paper. Moral support wiil 
not maintain a paper, nor yet the subscrip­ 
tion list. A clean, bright, vigorous paper 
is the very best advertisement of a town. 
But no seeming news space should 
be sold as advertising. He would not 
have anything boomed, nor any reading 
notice paid f r. He would put advertising 
on a solid, open, fair basis, with no deceits. 
Advertisers should be given nothing on the 
score of charity. Let the journalist give 
all he has to bestow in donations of 
money, and charge for every line of adver­ 
tising space used in his paper. Thus the 
people will be taught the exact value the 
publisher puts upon bis own columns. No 
newspaper man can afford to be looked 
upon as an object of charity. If business 
men do not consider the newspaper busi­ 
ness legitimate and worth reward, then 
bring in business men who will. There 
are pleniy of business men ready to come 
in and stir up sleepy towns. Don’t admit 
the loreign advertiser at less than local 
rates. Good rates should be maintained, 
because the character of the journal de­ 
pends largely on the support it receives; 
the paper strong financially will be likely 
to be strong in all other respects. It can­ 
not he strong financially unless it has 
profitab’e advertising. Mr. Lemon con­ 
tinued in this strain with clear cut vigor, 
wise advice and outspoken utterance of 
truths. No brief synopsis of the paper 
can do it justice. 
Remarks were then made upon the pro­ 
priety of admitting journa s that are so­ 
ciety organs, or specialists, and not regular 
newspapers, standing upon a business ba­ 
sis. Dr. Dodson of Tehama thought that 
it was a mistake to admit medical and fra­ 
ternal order and like papers, because they 
do not move upon the plane of the general 
newspaper, however useful in the special 
field* they occupy, 
Mr. Shoemaker, Mr. Lawson and others 
debated the matter, differing with Dr. Dod­ 
son. A strong feeliug, however, prevailed 
that special journals of the character indi­ 
cated could not properly co-operate with 
the association in its business aims. The 
matter went over and the association, at 
10 o'clock, adjourned until 9:30 a . m . to­ 
day.

THE SACRAMENTOS CONVINCED THAT 
THEY CAN T PLAY BALL. 


San Franciscos Souiully Thrashed by the 
Oakland A ggregation of Swal­ 
low -tailed Sluggers. 


Downed again! It was the same old 
story, and the Sacramentos went in the 
hole again. The game, however, was a 
beautiful one, and the defeat of the ta.il- 
enders was not such a terrible one as they 
have been in the habit of receiving of late. 
If they were always defeated in the man­ 
ner they were yesterday they could attrib­ 
ute their loss more to ill lack: than to want 
of energy; but those “ 19 and 14 toO ” 
games are what make the public disgusted. 
It was almost (not quite though) a pleasure 
to see Sacramento beaten yesterday. They 
worked hard to win, but the Banner Island 
Club had the luck on their side and, after 
an exciting contest, won by the trim score 
of 5 to 3. One could sit for hours and 
watch such playing, and the fact that a 
really good game has not been seen here for 
some time made the contest yesterday un­ 
usually interesting. 
Burke aud Fudger both pitched good 
ball. Seven hits were made from the de­ 
livery of each, but Fudger did his best 
work when it was most needed, and to this 
fact is due the Stockton victory. Then, 
again, Hayes made two very poor and in­ 
excusable fumbles at short! Goodenougb 
put one hand at Cahill’s “ high roller,” on 
which he made the circuit of the bases, 
and again the agile centerlield “ muffed ” a 
fly which ought to have been captured. 
All of these misplays summed up, turned 
into runs in the end aud added three runs 
to the Stocktons’ score. 
Lohrnan is just the man Sacramento has 
been hunting for for some time past. If 
he plays as well behind the bat all the 
time, as he did yesterday, he can stay with 
the club till it disbands. He isn’t a bit 
afraid of Burke’s delivery, and stands up 
behind the hat as though he had the ut­ 
most confidence in himself. He is stout 
and well-built, quite young, and, best of 
all, a quiet, unassuming piayer. Burke 
could hardly want a better back-stop, and 
his throwing—well, it was a pleasure to 
witness it; uo dead-arm twist in the swing 
of the arm. During the whole season Sac­ 
ramento has never had near as good a 
thrower. If a pitcher will just watch a 
base in ordinary good shape, and then a 
runner attempts to steal, he'll find the ball 
waiting for him more times than he thinks 
for. The new man did not get a hit yester­ 
day, but he had his eye on the ball, sure. 
Not a strike was called on him, but when­ 
ever the ball came over the plate the bat al­ 
ways met it. In the eighth inning he did 
some excellent work, for which the spec­ 
tators cheered him loud and long. A ball 
was knocked to O’Day, who threw to first 
about ten feet too high. Lohman. seeing 
that the ball was too elevated to be caught, 
rushed to back up first base, and, jumping 
over the fence in front of the grand stand, 
he picked up the ball and lined it over to 
McSorlev in time to put the runner out. 
It was such quick work that the people 
could not help but cheer.

J u d g e M cC o n n ell 1» D e te rm in e d to S ecu re 
a J u r y if I’o ta ib le . 
C h ic a g o, September 9;h.—'The hunt for 
jurors in the Cronin case was resumed this 
morning. 
It bad not proceeded far when 
it became evident that Judge McConnell 
bad decided to draw more closely and 
secure a jury if possible. 
During the session three talesmen, who 
stated that they had formed opinions but 
could give the accused an im partial trial, 
were challenged by the defense. The Judge 
took them in hand and after questioning 
them closely, decided them competent. In 
each case he entered an exception and ex­ 
cused them peremptorily. 
At this rate the peremptory challenges 
will soon be exhausted. 
After the Court had overruled the chal­ 
lenges for cause in several other cases in 
which the circumstances were sim ilar and 
the talesman had been peremptorily ex­ 
cused, Judge McConnell said: " I want to 
say a word to the gentlemen on both sides 
in reference to this line of challenge. As I 
understand the law, and I think I have 
taken it from very high authority, and 
from rules of practice well established, iu 
the early im paneling of a jury in a case 
w hich has been very much discussed, and 
very much published in newspapers, as 
this case has, and concerning which the 
Sheriffs sum m oning the oilicers have gone 
to nearly all parts of the county, and sum ­ 
moned nearly all classes and conditions of 
society, if it becomes apparent that an ideal 
or perfect jury cannot be secured, that is a 
jury whica has not formed any impressions 
upon the matter, then the Court m ust take 
the next best jury it can get, so long as it is 
a legal jury. 
"So, while great liberality will be per­ 
mitted, such as this Court has perm itted 
in this case in the early im paneling of the 
jury, necessarily as the Court becomes con­ 
vinced that it cannot he so liberal, that if 
it were to continue the course no jury 
could be impaueled, that liberality m ust 
be limited. 
So whatever m ight "be the 
ordinary rules of law which govern the 
im paneling of a jury in 
an ordinary 
case, they m ust bend to the exigencies of 
the case oí m ere public concern. Other­ 
wise the result would necessarily follow 
that in certain cases no jury could ever be 
im paneled. 
"Now I mean to say by that, that where 
I find that these 
opinions are simply 
founded on newspaper reading, and men 
come here in whose 
intelligence and 
character the Court is obliged to come to 
the conclusion that from what they say 
they can fairly and im partially trv the 
case on law and evidence, I shall not he so 
liberal as I have been. 
We have already 
consumed nine days in endeavoring to im ­ 
panel a jury.” 
In all about twenty-five talesmen were 
examined during the day and all of them 
were excused, either for cause or per­ 
em ptory challenge. 
A new vtnire was ordered for to-m or­ 
row. 
a policeman's story. 
It seems that, although a great deal of 
m atter has been published about theCronin 
m urder, the true story of the discovery of 
the evidence at the Carlson cottage is now 
told for the first time. 
It is also singular that the reporters who 
were working on the case never discovered 
that on the night of May 7th the two men, 
now supposed to have been Kunz and 
Cooney, were arrested and taken to Lake- 
view Station and discharged in the m orn­ 
ing by Captain W ing. 
A local paper stated recently there were 
certain Irish officers upon the Lakeview 
police force suspected of direct implication 
in the case. Other sim ilar statem ents were 
subsequently printed, and an officer finally 
determined to telt his story. 
Officer Isaac 
Robinson has been on the Lakeview police 
force several years and always had borne a 
good reputation. 
H e was not a member of 
any Irish secret society. At different times, 
before Robinson noticed men going in and 
out of the Carlson cottage, and a?ked Carl­ 
son about it. Carlson told him lie had 
rented the place to two men, who expected 
to move in. 
On the night of May 6th Robinson saw 
a man crawling out of the basement of the 
cottage, whom he believed to be Burke. 
In reply to the officer’s queries he said 
he was oue of the renters and had been 
looking in the basement with a view of 
storing furniture there. 
Robinson was not satisfied, but he had 
uo authority to arrest the man. That night 
he came upon two men talking together in 
front of a little real estate office south of 
the Carlson cottsge. They had the door of 
the office open and were talking about 
hiding something under the lloor. One of 
them spoke in broken English with a Ger­ 
m an accent 
They told the officer they 
had lost the;r way and wanted to get to 
town: that they were painters and lived on 
the West side. 
Robinson wanted to knuw 
why they stood tlnre talking if they were 
anxious ;o get down town, and the other 
man, who spoke with au Irish accent, 
answered, evasively. 
Robinson determined to arrest them. As 
he started tor the patrol box a man ran 
across from the direction of Sullivan's barn 
and demanded to know what he was doing. 
Robinson recognized this person as the 
man he bad seen prowling from the base­ 
ment of the Carls ju cottage, ami answered 
sharply that if the stranger said much to 
him he w v.ld take him along too. The 
man said no more and Robiosou took his 
prisoners to the station, where they re­ 
peated the story told him. 
In the m orning they were released by 
Captain W.t g’s orders, that officer saying 
to Rohii son, "w hat is the use of sending 
them to Bridewell to cost the city 25 cents 
a day. ' The two men were thus di-charged. 
It ia now believe I by i fticer Robinson that 
they were Kur.z and Coonty. 
Their descripti in answers liial ol the two 
suspects very closely. 
At the tirue of tbelr 
R rrest it w as not gen-raily believed that Dr. 
Cronin had been murdered. Two nights 
later Robinson says he saw one of the tucn 
lie hud arre sted coming out of the cottage 
after midnight. 
He did not accost him be­ 
cause he con sid ered him self rebuked by 
Captain Wing when the prisoner was di­ 
charged. 
Robins n talked with 
the neighbors 
about these m ailers ai d concluded there 
niiiit have been some crime committed in 
the oottage 
He told Carlson and young Carlson went 
into the cottage and found the bloodstains 
The thought that Crutiin probably had 
been killed in the place suggested itself to 
Robinson and he told Captain W ing of his 
suspicions. The Captain listened to the 
story but did nothing. Three times in sue- 
ces-ion t be officer cl ni ms to have told 
W ing of his belief that Cronin was killed 
in the cottage, but nothing was done until 
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a week after Cronin’s body had been 
found, when Lieutenant Schuttier, who 
was sent from downtown to Lakeview, 
heard of Robinson’s suspicions and investi­ 
gated the m atter and the cottage story was 
made public. 


SENSATIONAL SCENE. 
Ch ica g o, September 9th.—There was a 
sensational affair at the Carlson cottage, the 
supposed scene of the Cronin murder, to­ 
night 
Lawyer Forrest of the defense, with 
three companions, drove up to the cottage 
early in the evening, and paying the usual 
admission fee, entered. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Lindgren, son-in-law and daughter of the 
old Carlson couple, were the only other 
persons in the cottage at the time. 
They gave the visitors the usual descrip­ 
tion of the suppositions incident to the 
murder, pointing out 
the blood-stains. 
These latter are inclosed by a wooden rail 
ing. to .keep relic-hnnters out. Forrest 
asked Liadgrea the whereabouts of the 
house of the iceman O'Sullivan, and Lind 
gren accommodatingly escorted him to a 
window and described the locality. 
W hile thus engaged Forest’s companions 
jum ped over the railing, and with sharp 
tools proceeded to remove from the floor 
and wall 
pieces containing the blood 
stains. 
Lindgren, after vainly trying to 
make them desist, shouted for assistance. 
Old man Carlson came running in with a 
cocked revolver, but Forest’s companions 
seized and disarmed him . 
They then re­ 
entered the carriage, carrying with them 
the coveted trophies of their expedition. 
Forest has been endeavoring for some 
tim e to secure possession of these speci­ 
mens from the cottage, presumably to use 
as an exhibit in the trial, but the Carlsons 
have persistently refused to let them have 
them , and Judge McConnel declined to 
issue au order compelling them to do so.

A C o m b in a tio n o f P a c k e r s H a v e th e C a t­ 
tle D e a le rs a t T h e ir M ercy . 


K a n s a s 
C i t y , 
September 
9th.—The 
Dressed Beef Senatorial Investigation Com­ 
mission began a session here this morning 
The exam ination of George W . Glick of 
Atchison, ex-Governor of Kansas, and 
Charles Durst of Atchison, occupied the 
morning. 
Both are stockmen. Glick tes­ 
tified that he had been in the cattle raising 
business thirty years, during which time 
the prices of cattle have depreciated 30 or 
40 per cent. The cause of this, the witness 
said, was the establishment in Kansas City 
of great packing interests, which developed 
at first great competition among sellers of 
cattle, 
and 
afterwards 
a combination 
among the packers, which was soon so 
powerful that its members could buy cattle 
at their own prices. 
"H ave you any direct knowledge of the 
workings of this combine?'' asked Senator 
Vest. 
“Yes. 
I have shipped cattle to Kansas 
City and placed them on the m arket at the 
m arket price. The ¡t ickers and buyers pro­ 
tested that tL e price was too high and as­ 
sured me that if 1 did not want to sell at 
their prices I could reship my cattle to 
Chicago. 
I did that several times and 
lound each time that the Armour, Swift 
and Morris combination controlled that 
end of the route, too. I was forced in the 
end to sell at their prices.” 
The witness, testifying further, said that 
the effect had been to drive m any cattle 
dealers of Kansas out of the business. The 
packers also controlled the rate on railroads 
to an extent, and the packers of Kansas 
City had alm ost ruined the butchers’ busi­ 
ness of Atchison, and would have done so 
entirely had not the City Council passed an 
ordinance requiring au inspection of beef 
on hoof. 


D E F E N S E O F B A L T IM O R E .

brute, who first attempted to outrage her 
and after her m urder added robbery to his 
crime. 
Leeoney and a colored farm hand named 
Murray ate breakfast early this morning 
and went out into the field to gather melon's 
for m arket. The niece remained alone in 
the farmhouse, waiting for another colored 
farm hand, named Frank Lingo, to come 
to breakfast. 
An hour later Lizzie O’Don- 
nel, a girl residing on a neighboring farm, 
came 
to Leconey's 
house 
and found 
Annie’s corpse weltering in blood on the 
floor. 
She ran into the field and sum m ontd Le- 
coney and Murray. 
Lingo was arrested this afternoon while 
at work on a ferry a mile from the scene of 
the murder, 
lie ¡9 married and has a 
family. 
He lett his home at 5 o'clock this 
morning to go to work on the barn of the 
farm, and claims to have arrived there at 
G.15. and had not left it until arrested. 
The officer is inclined to think Lingo is 
not guilty. 
The murdered girl wss of a pleasant dis­ 
position and exemplary habits. She acted 
as a housekeeper for her uncle. Henry 
Leeoney, who ran the mills until bis death 
early last spring. H e left an estate said to 
be worth $25.000 and his niece bad a claim 
against it for seven years' service as house­ 
keeper.

It is said Chalkley Leeoney disputed this 
claim of his niece on the estate, but so far 
as kuown they never had a quarrel.

G olden (Col.), September 9th.—One of 
the most serious and saddest accidents ever 
known in this portion of the State occurred 
in the W hite Ash coal m ine near this 
place. 
An old and abandoned m ine runs 
alongside the W hite Ash. and has for 
m onths been full of water which, w ithout 
a m om ent’s warning, burst through into 
the W hite Ash miue, filling it full of mud 
and water. 
Ten miners are known to have been at 
work in the W hite Ash m ine at the time 
of the accident, and not one of them could 
have lived five m inutes after the surging 
mass broke in on them , and it will take 
between two and three weeks before their 
bodies can be reached. 
In the excitem ent only two of their 
names can be learned to-night, a Mr. Allen 
and Jack Morgan, and then there are three 
brothers besides four men, m aking a total 
of ten who are positively known to have 
perished. 
W ork will be commenced at 
once by hundreds of willing hands in order 
to pum p the m ine out, but old miners who 
have been through the mine, say it will be 
impossible to clear the m ine out and reach 
the bodies under two days, and perhaps 
three weeks. 
Part of the men left families who were 
dependent upon them , while the rest are 
single and highly spoken of.
